! pursuant to Decision and Order No. 21002, filed on May 27,
2004, in Docket No. 03-0257, effective July 1, 2004, the G.0. No. 7
capital expenditure threshold was increased from $500,000 to
$2.5 million, excluding customer contributions.

By letter dated February 10, 2005, the commission
approved HECO’s request, filed with the commission on
February 7, 2005, for an extension of the G.O. No. 7
section 2.3.g9.2 requirement that the commission “render a decision
within 90 days of filing by the utility” (“90-day Period”), from
March 1, 2005 to April 4, 2005.

By letter filed with the commission on March 29, 2005,
HECO requests a further extension of the 90-day Period, until
April 29, 2005. HECO makes this request for additional time to
allow the Consumer Advocate additional time in which to file its
statement of position and for the commission to render its £final
decision and order in this matter.

We find good cause to grant HECO's request for a further
extension of the 90-day Period. The commission concludes that the
90-day Period should be extended, from April 4, 2005, to

April 29, 2005.
